WALKER LAKE RESERVATION 


The Walker lake reservation is 
54 miles long and two to four miles 
wide, embraeing some of the finest 
agricultural lands in Nevada, 
which, if thrown open to settlers, 
would add much to the taxable 
property of the State. The Pyra- 
mid reservation is all-sufficient for 
the necessities ef the Piutes, who 
depend more upon the whites for a 
livelihood than upon their own re- 
sources. The Walker lake Bulletin, 
in discussing this question, says: 
The people of this sectio.: have been 
asked to practice what Charles 
Reed calls the art of arts, and put 
themselves in the place of the In- 
dians, It is very likety that, in 
that case, a few of those, who live 
by contrioutions of others, would 
be anxious to retain the reserva- 
tion. It is our turn now to ask 
those who doubt the justice and 
propriety of abandoning the reser- 
vation, to put themselves in our 
place. We, who are near the dis- 
puted ground, cah see what the 
Indians cannot and what those at a 
distance do not see. We can see an 
immense tract of valuable land, and 
a beautiful lake, well stocked with 
fish, reserved for the use of a few 
Indians who seldom avail them- 
selves of their rights. We can see 
great natural wealth neglected, and 
sources of employment choked up, 
that a few Indians may, when the 
desire takes possession of them, lie 
on the sand near the lake, until 
hunger urges them to go to the set- 
tlements and beg from the whites, 
That they are better off among the 
white settlements is shown by the 
preference they exhibit as to their 
residence. They are peaceable and 
do not need to be herded, as do some 
of the wilder tribes, and their con- 


tact with civilization is notdestroy- |; 


ing the race; on the contrary, their 
numbers are increasing. The in- 
crease is easily accounted for; the 
conditions of their life are more 
favorable. They get warmer clothes 
and better food. It is simply absurd 
to maintain a reservation merely 
for the shadow of asentiment, when 
by abandoning it no hardship 
would be worked upon the Indians; 
in fact, they would be benefited. 
The State would find its revenues 
greatly increased, and profitable 
employment would be given to 
many people; the Indians would be 
as free as vow to camp there, and 
when white men are permitted to 
avail themselves of the fish in the 
lake, the mineral in the mountains, 
and the rich land In the valley, the 
number of Piutes making their 
home on what is now reserved for 
them will be greatly increased, 
while their condition will be almost 
proportionately improved.

Another of the Phoenix Park Mur 
derers Hanged To-Day. 
DUBLIN, May 18. 
Daniel Curley, the second man con- 
victed of the murder of Cavendish and 
Burke, was hanged at Kilmainham 
jail at 8 o’clock this morning. The 
jail was guarded by a force of military 
similar to the occasion of the hanging 
of Brady on Monday last. After he 
had prayed privately with the priest 
they went to the chapel, where Curley 
received the sacrament; meanwhile a 
greup of women which had gathered 
outside the prison were on their 
knees ss ying the litany for the dying. 
When the black flag, announcing that 
the execution had taken place, was 
hoisted above the prison, every man 
in the crowd, which numbered barely 
a thousand, uncovered his head, and 
murmurs of sympathy were heard. A 
rush was then made by the crowd 
fora garden near by where Curley’s 
relatives had assembled and where his 
father was kneelingand praying. for 
the repose of the soul of his son. The 
people soon dispersed quietly. Curley 
walked to the scaffold with but little 
assistance and seemed to be resigned 
to his fate. He declined to make a 
statement touching his connection 
with the crime for which he was ex- 
ecuted. Death was instantaneous. In 
a letter which Curley wrote to his wife 
he said: “I will take my secrets to the 
grave with me and leave those who 
are at freedom to enjey it. I will die 
u peace, forgiving my enemies.“ 
Another Scare for the Russian 
Emperor—Officers of the Army 
Arrested—A New Plot Against 
the Czar's Life. 
Sr. PETERSBURG, May 18. 
The officer who was recently ar- 
rested on suspicion of being engaged 
ia a revolutionary movement was sub- 
jected to a severe examination, during 
which he mentioned the names of sev- 
eral officers of the guards who, he de- 
clared, belonged to a revolutionary 
club. He stated, however, that the 
club pursued special objects and bad 
no connection with the terrorists. 
The Czar on learning ofthis confes- 
sion concluded to postpone the date of 
his coronation, but was dissuaded 
from so doing. A number of officers 
of the guards have beeu arrested in
